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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In the Office Action mailed October 21, 2011 (hereinafter, "Office Action"), claims 1-6, 
8-13, 17-26, 28-33, 37-45 and 49-56 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph. 
The Office Action indicated that claims 1-6, 8-13, 17-26, 28-33, 37-45 and 49-56 include 
allowable subject matter. By this paper, claims 1, 18, 21, 38 and 41 are being amended. 

Applicant respectfully responds to the Office Action. 

I. Claims 1-6, 8-13, 17-26, 28-33, 37-45 and 49-56 Rejected Under 
35 U.S.C. § 112, Second Paragraph 

Claims 1-6, 8-13, 17-26, 28-33, 37-45 and 49-56 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
second paragraph. The Office Action states that the phrases "the specific video frames" and "the 
video frames" in claims 1, 18, 21 and 38 lack sufficient antecedent bases. (Office Action, page 
3.) These claims are being amended to recite "specific video frames" and "the specific video 
frames," respectively. 

The Office Action also states that the phase "the video frames" in claim 41 lacks 
sufficient antecedent basis. This phrase is being amended to recite "the plurality of video 
frames," which corresponds to "a plurality of video frames" mentioned earlier in the claim. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the rejection of claims 1-6, 8-13, 17- 
26, 28-33, 37-45 and 49-56 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph be withdrawn. 

II. Allowable Sub ject Matter 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating claims 1-6, 8-13, 17-26, 28-33, 37-45 and 
49-56 would be allowable if the 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph rejection were overcome.
